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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools, the twenty-fourth in the 
series. 


For the past several years the possibility has existed 
that the numbers of pupils in our local schools would re- 
quire the opening of another building and the establish- 
ment of three schools of two grades each. The present 
need is no greater than it was last year. The enroll- 
ment to date (see Table I) is almost identical with that 
of last year at this time.. Weare very fortunate in hav- 
ing the services of experienced and very competent tea- 
chers who manage their large schools skillfully. Thus 
the need for two schools is lessened. Our two schools 
should not, however be allowed to increase much beyond 
their present size, nor should the ultimate aim of some- 
time having a central school be lost sight of. 


I commend all of the statistical tables to your notice 
as containing valuable data in concise form. 


Our special school subjects, music and health, are un- 
der the direct care of supervisors whose services we 
share with several neighboring school districts. I have 
asked Mrs. Sheehy and Miss Beaton to submit the reports 
which follow, and I wish here to commend their work. 


It is not the custom to ask a report of school janitors 


but our janitors’ reports are delivered every day in the 
comfort and sanitary condition of the buildings. The 
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present winter has been severe, a time to test the value 
of the work of a special repair committee appointed two 
years ago, and a time of unusual daily demands on the 
janitors. When I say that we have had no uncomfort- 
able days in our school rooms, I testify to the efficiency 
of all concerned with their care. 


All schools are affected by the present war conditions, 
perhaps ours in Union No. 16 less than those in many 
other sections of the country. In spite of extra work 
and some unusual difficulties which arise, we in this 
Union have so far been able to carry on our schools in a 
fairly normal way. Iam sure, however, that the chil- 
dren now in school will always remember the war post- 
ers, the sale of war Bonds and stamps, the collection of 
scrap, the great and rapid changes in geography, the new 
emphasis placed on history and many ovher changes in 
school life which result from the present world situation. 


When we remember that the young men, headed now 
toward the four corners of the earth, with their healthy 
bodies, clear eyes, high ideals, and ardent patriotism 
were lately in our schools, we can again be proud of the 
American public school as one of ihe builders of that 
true democracy which we are now defending. 


The past year will always be notable for the ease and 
efficiency with which, on many occasions, teachers, 
school board members and many other citizens all over 
the United States aided in the war effort by registering 
users of war ration books. You and the Stratham tea- 
chers and all assisting persons share in the thanks of the 
government for this work. 
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It is a pleasure to express to you and through you to 
parents and other taxpayers of the district the thanks 
which those of us feel who are responsible for the daily 
operation of the schools. 


Your interest is very greatly appreciated.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


There were 78 children examined with 65 more or less 
serious conditions found. Of these 52 were definitely 
corrected during the year through the cooperation of 
parents or clinics. The dental clinic was held as usual. 
The P. T. A. has given very substantial help to this good 
cause. No serious epidemics in the schools appeared 
last year. There was a good response to the appeal to 
parents to attend to the vaccination of their children be- 
fore the opening of schools in the fall. All children are 
now vaccinated. 48 children are inoculated against 
diphtheria. 6 children of the first grade were inoculat- 
ed against diphtheria at the clinic held in the Town Hall 
last year. 24 visits were made to the schools. 


I wish to thank our Superintendent, Mr. Towle, School 
Board, teachers, P. T. A., and parents for their splendid 
cooperation and help with my work.

To the Superintendent and School Board of the School

I hereby submit my report of the activities in music. 


The time allotted to Stratham each week is one half hour 
for ear]. room. | 

Farlier in the year in grades one and two there was 
quite a high percentage of uncertain singers and non- 
sinzers. However, as happens about this time of year the 
the first grade people are finding their voices and showing 
great improvement. Because of this group and because | 
wish to teach os much reading as possible to the third 
grade to prepare them to sing with grades four, five and 
six. I made two separate groups in this room. In one 
group I put grade one and two. To these I teach rote 
songs and do as much individual work with them as the 
time at my disposal will allow, to help them find their 
voices. The other group is made up of the third grade 
with whom I do mostly reading. I am pleased with the 
success of the plan. 

In grades three to six the singing is mostly by note 
with occasional rote songs that seem to encourage spon 
taneous singing. 

The biggest problem in grades four, five and six seems 
to be to find material that the fourth grade can read with 
their limited experience and that the sixth grade will find 
interesting. The answer is, as I see it, to stress reading 
more in the third grade. 

I have enjoyed working in Stratham very much and wish 
to express my thanks to Miss Crane and Miss Thurston for 
their fine cooperation.

The Association works in co-operation with Regional 
City and Town, State and Federal Departments and Offi- 
cials, the State University Extension Services, the New 
England Council Chamber of Commerce, Farm, Industrial 
and other accredited organizations and has established 
contacts, brought about conferences and surveys and ga’ 
thered information necessary to determining the needs of 
the Region. This work has contributed to developments 
and considerations which could be realized only through 
co-operative effort. 


Promotional publicity, not only through publications 
but through personal contacts, conferences, information 
service and otherwise has brought year round business. 
The farm and the factory as well as the retail business, 
the professional and other services, and the resort business 
are all recipients of added income resulting from this 
work. Of added importance is the maintenance of tax 
producing property and individual benefits of employment. 


In view of the necessary planning for the post war 
period this promotional work assumes more importance 
than ever. 


[evidences of the work of Association officials and the 
various committees are most apparent but difficult to pub- 
licize. Bridges have been built, new highways constructed, 
others improved, funds are available for coastal protection 
and bridge construction when priorities permit. Indus- 
trial plants have received war contracts. Some of the 
needs of this vital defense area have been recognized by 
the Federal Government; some added transportation fa- 
cilities have been provided; information on the population 
has been presented for purposes of securing edequate ra- 
has been presented for purposes of securing adequate ra- 
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development are in progress; development of fishery re 
sources are in prospect and consideration is being directed 
to forestry and farm conservation needs. 


The recently released report ““A Plan for the Develop- 
of the Seacoast Region” prepared by the State Planning 
and Development Commission represents much time and 
work of the officers and committees, together pes that of 
the State Commission. 


The factual findings of this report have been proven 
to be of particular value for Federal and local use in the 
present emergency and with continued studies will be of 
the utmost importance for guiding future planning. 


Copies of the report have been sent to Boards of Se- 
lectmen, City Officials and individuals who are contrib- 
uting to the overhead expense of the Association. 


The Association stands on its record of accomplish- 
ment with equal consideration for the interests of all 
regional communities and it is obvious in view of in- 
creasing demands for service that the value of regional 
co-operation is important to everyone. 
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
